*There is a growing movement to have 


American students in the public schools 
taOght about Communism On the face of 
it.'it looks like a good thing Americans 
should be willing to have the 
story of 


Communism and the story of our form of 
government taught to the pupils and com- 
pared. 


The American Legion and the Nation- 


al Education Association have been work- 
ing together in the preparation of such a 
program for some time The course is not 
yet ready but a meeting of joint com- 
mittees will be held in December to con- 
sider what has been done and soon it is 
hoped a model course for high schools 
v ill be ready. 


'This is an important step toward the 


proper instruction of American youth but 
do not expect it to be accepted universal- 
ly or without controversy. 
In Los An- 


geles, a pioneering course is being taught 
in some classrooms. In the Dallas high 
schools, the history 
curriculum has a 


course called "The Principles of Ameri- 
can Freedom" in contrast to "The Tyran- 
ny of Communism". Louisiana has voted 
S30.000 a year for seminars on Commu- 
nism for high school students.
